Continuation of 3. NOTE: The after final amendment received 28 September 2006 adds the new limitations of "first end", "second end", 
"with the second end of subtantially each of the struts free, and with the first end of substantially each of the struts affixed to a fixation 
point". The newly added limitations change the scope of the claim requiring a new search and new consideration. 
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
